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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 28 August 2003. These drawings are accepted by the 
Examiner. 

Claim Objections 
Claims 2-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In several places in claims 2 -4 different ranges are given using the tilde (~) rather than a 
dash (-). It is unclear to the Examiner if the tilde (~) is meant to mean about or if the symbol 
should actual be a dash (-) indicating a definitive range. For example see claim 2, line 2 where 
the CaO content is recited as "41-47 mole %" . It would be clearer if the applicant amended the 
claims to read either "41-47 mole %" or "about 41 to about 47 mole %". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The term "high temperature" in claim 1 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "high" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. At what point is the temperature high enough 
to volatize off the B2O3 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Slayter et al., U.S. 
Patent 3,207,588. 

Slayer et al. disclose a foamed glass, which anticipates the limitations of claim 1. See 
column 1, lines 25-36, column 4, lines 29-51, and column 6, lines 29-65. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shannon, U.S. Patent 
3,325,341. 

Shannon discloses foamed glass bodies, which anticipates the limitations of claim 1 . See 
column 2, lines 19-33, column 3, lines 27-39 and 50-75, and column 6, lines 29-65. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-5 would be allowable if the Applicant corrects the outstanding Claim 
Objections. 

Reason for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a porous ceramic wherein the pores are self- 
foamed, and has the very specific compositional limitations for CaO, SiC>2, and B2O3 as recited 
in the instant claims 2-5.
